Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecrioNn 1. That section’one of said act to amend an
act entitled an act to authorize Robert H. Jeffevson, guar-
dian, to sell and convaey real estate, be amended so as to
read as follows:

Section 1. That Robert H. Jefferson, appointed by the

pivsesle. gt law of Robert E. Jefferson, deceased, is hereby author-
ized and empowered, with the approval of the judge of
probate ot said county, to bargain, sell, graut and convey,
at public or private sale, any or all of the real estate of
which the said Robert E. Jefferson died siezed, as well as
any other real estate inherited by said minor from her
mother, Lucy A. Jefferson, or otherwise belonging to her,
for such sum or sums of money, and on such terms as in bis
judgment may seem for the best interests of said ward.
When ach to taxe Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
effect. and after its passage.
